BRITISH NEUTRALITY. 

The Canadian officials are putting them- 
selyes to much trouble to obey the Queen's 
proclamation issued last May, enjoining 
her subjects, at home and abroad, to ob- 
serve neutrality during the present war be- 
tween the North and the South, : equiring 
‘them not to violate the provisions of the 
Foreign Enlistment Act passed in 1819, 
to prevent British subjects assisting the 
South American Republic.

Why not abolish all this mischievious 
rubbish, as many States have done, and 
substitute a few simple forms of action ’ 
Let one be called Contract, which is thas 
defined: A contract is an agreement or 
covenant between two or more persons, in 
which each party binds himself to do or 
forbear to act, and each acquires a right to 
what the other promises; a mutual promise, 
upon lawful consideratiun or cause, which 
binds the partics to a performance, All 
buman acts which come within the scope 
of this definition of contract, should be 
litigated under one title, instead of subdi- 
viding into half a dozen actions. 

Another form of action might embrace 
claus for damage for “torts,” which as 
a law term, means injuries done to the 
person or property of another, as tresepass, 


-assault and battery, defamation and the 


like. 

The third form of action might embrace 
all that is comprised in a suit for the re- 
covery of the ion of houses or 
lande, and might be known as an action 
of Ejectment. These three forms of ac- 
tion—contract, tort aud ejectmment—include 
everything about which men go to law as 
plaimiff and defendant. Whatever lies 
beyond them belongs to the criminal juris- 
diction, where the State becomes the 
plaintiff, and personal punishment is the 
end justice bas in view. 


It will be seen from this brief glance at | Cleveland 


legal reform, that there is more to be con. 
sidered than merely multiplying judges and 
enhancing their compensation. The special 
pleader and the adept in crooks, quirks and 
quibbles of the practice may be opposed to 
any change that tend to simplify the 
mysteries of his calling, whereby he de- 
rives great gain; but the public-spirited 
lawyer looks at the subject in a broader 
and more patriotic light. He will think 
more of the public good and less of the 
advantages which hoary abuses may con- 
fer on some members of his craft. To 


these we appeal for aid in bringing the 


subject of Judicial Reform before the peo- 
ple, and in pressing its necessity on 
the Convention, until law reform 
is secured in  Iilinois, We will 
insert, with pleasure, well-considered. 
brief articles from legal gentlemen 
written in advocacy of Law reform. IIli- 
nois has been in the back ground about 
long enough, and her people have suffered 
sufficiently from a crude, semi-barbarous 
system of legal administration and prac- 
tice.

We atil] maintain that Illinois has sent more 
soldiers, according to population, into active 
service for the period of the war, than any 
other State—uniless it be Kansas. She hes 
ber full quota in the field without countiog 
the dozen regiments in process of formation, 
or the 10,000 Illimoleans who have enrolled 
themselves in the Missouri regiments. Indi- 
ana is next to Iilinois im the good work, and 
will beat us if we don’t look out.
